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Sunday night, September 30th, President 
Kennedy made a talk on nation-wide hook- 
up, the purpose of which was apparently to 
sell the people on what the Kennedy broth- 
ers were doing in Mississippi. The main 
theme was that the Kennedy brothers were 
frying to maintain law and order in the 
State of Mississippi. It appeared quite ridicu- 
lous to those who were keeping close touch 
with the situation.

Robert Kennedy went all out to intimidate 
the South to accept race-mixing, but has 
shown none of this determination to register 
the communists as the Supreme Court so 
ordered.
